The success of the mission was of great 
importance to America as well as to Great 
Britain, and President Wilson is keenly 
conscious of the valne to the world of 
Anglo-Saxon solidarity. The suggestion 
has been made that his recovery has 
not been so good as the official 
bulletjns lead us to believe. We are 
forced to the conclusion that the real 
reason of Viscount Grey's failure is to be 
sought in this unwelcome fact. So much 
depended upon the outcome of his negotia- 
tions with Viscount Grey that President 
Wilson probably felt that his nervous 
strength was not sufficient to support the 
strain. Be that as it may, we refuse to 
believe that the head of the American 
Republic has been guilty of discourtesy 
to Great Britain's accredited envoy. 
Apart altogether from the President, 
the action of the American Senate in 
rejecting the Peace Treaty and all its 
works virtually deprived Viscount Grey's 
| mission of its raison détre. Various con- 
structions have been put upon the mission. 
A number of people seemed to think that 
Viscount Grey went to America to explain 
Great Britain's attitude to the Irish 
question. Doubtless, Ireland would have 
figured in the discussions, but the mission 
had a purpose of far wider significance. 
Viscount Grey s chief task was to recon- 
cile the views of Great Britain and 
America on the Treaty of Peace and the 
Covenant of the League of Nations. He 
was not sent to Washington as an antidote 
to Mr. de. Valera. Two outstanding 
problems of peace presented great difh- 
culties. On both of them America differed 
from the European Allies, The Adriatic 
crisis was precipitated, by President Wil- 
son's appeal to the Italian people over 
the heads of their official representatives 
at the Peace Conference. He would not 
hear of a compromise; Fiume, in his 
opinion, must be given to the Jugo-Slavs.

“adequate precautions could be taken, 
and that “full facilities should be given 
for the importation of Friesians, provided 
that they are of good stock, with a suffi- 
ciently high milking record.” Tí the breed 
is admitted to Great Britain, it is difficult 
to see how it can be kept out of Treland. 
A considerable portion of the report is de- 
voted to a discussion of the vexed question 
of labour. It appears that in Great 
Britain about 28 per cent. of the dairy 
herd is maintained on holdings of under 
50 acres—that is to say, on holdings where 
a farmer and his family can do all the 
work of the place without outside assist- 
ance—and about 60 per cent. on holdings 
that vary in extent from 50 to 300 acres. 
It is on the latter that labour. trouble is 
acute. The Committee recommends that 
the Board of Agriculture shall adopt a 
system of classification such as we have 
in Ireland, and that there shall be 
machinery which will bring masters and 
men together for the discussion of matters 
of common interest at frequent intervals. 
We have dealt with only a few of the 
Committee’s recommendations. There are 
many others, and they all deserve careful 
consideration. Much of the ground which 
the report covers will, of necessity, be 
covered by the Trish Dairying Commission, 
which is still in session; but on such an 
important subject as the milk supply we 
need all the information that can be 
obtained. 


Ships and Linen. 


Belfast is facing the new year in good 
spirits. There is a “boom” in ship- 
building and a “ boom’’ in linen which 
wille ensure steady employment, good 
wages, and substantial profits for a long 
time to come. Our Belfast Correspondent 
tells us that, between the building and the 
“ reconditioning " of every kind of vessel, 


They have in 
their yards at this moment forty-seven 
ocean-going liners, representing a total of 
nearly half a million tons.

Stupendous as are the figures quoted & 
above, they sink into insignificance when 
compared with the total cost of the war, 
as estimated by an American statistician. 
Mr. Earnest I. Bogart, Professor of 
Economics at Illinois University, puts 
down the direct costs to belligerents as 
£37 000,000,060 and the indirect costs to 
belligerents and nev als alike at another 
£30,000,000,000, making a_ total of 
£67 000,000,000, or about £40 a head for 
every man, woman, and child in the whole 
population of the world.

Writing in September, 1895, regarding the 
French Army organisation, the Kaiser said— 

** God knows that I have done all in my power 
to preserve European peace, but if France goes 
on, ppenly or secretly encouraged, like this to 
violate all rules of international courtesy and

The decision of the assistants was due 
to their demand for increased wages * and 
shorter hours having been refused. It is esti- 
mated that between 400 and 500 assistants are 
involved in the dispute. There was a brisk 
budiness carried on in the houses that remained 
open, and many shops were picketed in the 
evening. According to the Secretary of the 
Licensed Grocers’ and Vintners’ Protection As- 
sociation there are 670 establishments in the 
Metropolitan area, and of this number about 
25 per cent. are open.

There were only six or 
seven such cases in Dublin at the outside. In a 
good many of the establishments business was 
condueted by the proprictors and their 
families.

OPEN DIPLOMACY 
IMPQSSIBLE. , 


M. BARRERE ON LEGITIMATE 
SECRECY. 


At the New Year reception, of the French 
colony in Rome on Thursday, saye Reuter’s 
Correspondent, the French Ambassador, M. 
Barrere, delivered an address on what was 
spoken of as “ underground diplomacy.” the 
suppression of which was demanded. It was, 
he said, very difficult to suppress that. which 
never existed. Confusion had arisen between 
secret diplomacy and legitimate diplomatic 
secwecy. As showing the necessity for 
legitimate secrecy, M. Barrere instanced the 
Franco-Italian agreements of 1900-02. Those 
agreements, he said, contained nothing which 
was not perfectly above board. But if their 
contents had been known by those whose in- 
terest it was to checkmate them, there might 
have been graver developments. If the Teu- 
tonic Powers had known the ties linking the 
two great Latin peoples, they would have done 
everything possible to break them. This 
would have endangered the peace of the world, 
and hastened war. The agreement of 1900 
aimed at eliminating all causes of conflict be- 
tween France and Italy in the Mediterranean. 
That of 1902 established that in case of an 
aggressive war against either nation . the other 
should observe strict neutrality, and should 
also do so, even if either were obliged to de- 
clare war to defend her honour or safety. Four 
years later these agreements played » leading 
réle in the preservation of European peace at 
the Algeciras Conference, when the Italian 
delegates voted against the Germans, thus 
weighing down the scale against their mur- 
derous enterprise. That was one of the great 
turning points in history. Posterity, concluded 
the Ambassador, will acknowledge Italy's noble 
work.
